Daughter to the xight Honowable Mary , Baroneſs 
by Deſcent, ſole Heir and Counteſs of Stafford, ſhe is 
again lineally defcended from the right Ancient, moſt 
Noble , Wealthy, and ever Pious Family of the 
Staffords, flouriſhing formerly un the higheſt Rank and 
Degrees of Honour in this Nation 3 and whereof Ro- 
bert Staffard, Baron of Ftafford, was Lord High Steward 
of the Houſhold to King Edward the Confeſſor- This 
Robert's Poſterity grew. up yet more Tlluſtrious, not only 
by being ingrafted into. the Houſe of Larcafter, and into 
that, of the Famous Godfrey of Buller; but allo by a 
long Succeſſion. of Signal. Heraes, both in the Church 
and State ; ſuch as Ralph, the: ficft and renowned Earl 
ng Stafford, with his. Gloriqus Poſterity, the Henries, 
Dukes of Buckinghayr, whom we may. ſite, The Maker 
of Kings. And from fuch,a bright Conſtellation of 
Souldiers , Stateſimen , Eatks., Dukes, Admirals; High 
Chancellors , Arch:Bikops, and High-Conftables of 
England, is hgeally. deſcended: the. High-born T/abella, 
Thereſa, Lucy Stafford , the Mournful Obje&t of our 
_ Great ſhe was again,by. her-noble.and holy Marriage ; 
being ingrafted into. the. Ancient, and Noble Family of 
the Paylets, and\eſpouſed: to the right Noble Fobn,Mar- 
quis of Wincheſter, and firſt Marquis of England. Now 
Marriage, being a, communication of: all ' Rights. both 
Humane and, Divine, Wives are.in the ſame degree of 
Honour and: Greatneſs as. their 'Husbands; ſo that ſhe 

| | | was 
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was the firſt Marchioneſs of England. For 'tis 2 con- 
ſtant Maxim in the Law, Oxores cornſcant Radiis Ma- 
riforunt. 

Great ſhe was alſo in/her Perſonal PerfeQions, 'both 
of Body and Mind. Great tor her Beanty, hereditary in 
rhe Two Illuſtrious Families of the Staffords and How- 
ards, till her Piety found ways to impair it by Penance 
and Mortification. Great in her Wit ; which was ſharp, 
quick, ſolid, andicapable of managing the greateſt 'At- 
tairs; as It was ſo6h perceived by all that had the Ho- 
nour to converſe with her. Nor was this Divine Spark 
of her Soul ever guilty. of thoſe Two common Errors, 
incideat to moſt witty Perſons; namely, to cenſure che 
moſt innocent Actions, or to ridicule the graveſt things; 
bur it only ſerv'd either to make her Converſation 
cheartul, caſte, and obliging; / 'brito cover and' excule 

the ImiperſeQiozs of others. 

All this Greatneſs crowded” up in the Breaſt of our 
Noble 1/abellz, was a pteat Temptation to Vanity : For, 
the-moſt dangerous: Tentation which the Devil preſents 
to 31{t Souls, "1s, that when rhey have overcome ſenſual 
Deli; ghrs, ind ſpurned Riches, his laſt Affault to undo 


them; 3s'Vamity. .. ' I'was by this Artifice chatihe trium- 
phed over the'Sanctity'of Adam," in feducing him by the 


propolal of poL_y Greatnels : : Te ſhall be as Gods, 
Gen.. 3.5 

One would have has he: might allo "" over- 
come-our Marchioteſs by: this Attempt , and have put- 
ted her up with Pride, '1n the conſiderationof her Great- 


- 
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weſs For, mext;te Crowned, Heads, nothing /38,greater 
un England, than/;thei:Nobilicy 3; and” tis not-to flatter 
them, when, we fay, That they, are, in. a manner only 
one Degree lower than the King or Queen : And I may 
lately add, That amoneſt all the Nobility ot Exrope, 
none enjoy. more, yaluable Prerogatives, thanthe Nobi- 
lity.of England; and that amongſt our Nobility ſcarce 
any have been more Illuftrious + I am ſure, few or none 
of more ancient Origin, than the Noble Family of the 
Staffords. | 

Nevertheleſs, all this Greatneſs hindred her not from 
being one of the humbleſt of the Nobility, and an ex- 
cellent Example to. all her Sex: For, never had Perſon 
of Honour, more; eſteem, for Humiliry, than the Series 
of her Adions, ſpake her; to have. . Nay, her whole 
Life/ſeems to havebeen ſpent i in the exerciſe of this ſo 
ſingular a Vertue. ; And firſt, ſhe was humble in her 
Attire ; always appearing in a Dreſs ſo plain, that her 
very Cloathing was a Condemnation of the vain Often- 
tation which moſt Women place in their Apparel. 

Garments are the Reproaches of our Sin, as well as 
Remedies againſt Shame and Pain. Whilſt Man was 
innocent, he had no other Cloathing » bur Original 
Juſtice; and as it was able to refiſt all ſort of Weather, 
it fenced him as well againſt Cold, as Heat ; but when 
he loſt Innocence, . he was alla of. hioſelf, and nor 
being able to bear the Rebellion of his Body againſt the 
Mind, he was forced to: cloath himſelf, not ro behold, 
ſaith St. Auſtin, animpudeat Novelty,which was the juſt 
puniſhment of his Rebellion. B That 
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Phat War'which-Crektures Wage againſt Man,'tore- 
wigs their Creator; *gave' hit likewiſe new, oevaſſon to. 
doath himfclf:" For as the Elements'diforder themſelves; 
to punth him,and'the Seaſons become intolerable,by the 
excels either 6f Heat or Cold; he was fore'd to have-re- 
oottrſe to Garmetits, #8 Remedicesto.thevidlenced of theſe 
two iitolletable Evils.

She was not content to converſe 
with the Poor whilſt Tiving s but would alfo rank her 
ſelf with them, when dead: For,- the ſtrict Order: and 
DireCtion ſhe gave for her Burial, was; to be hid in the 
Church-Yard, which is the common Dormitory of the 
meaneſt Perſons. And that ſhe might not be diſtin- 
guiſhed in any kind from'them, ſhe forbid any Monu- 
ment 'to beereded, -or Stone'to 'be'kiid 6n her Grave. 
She knew that Momments are Marks of Honour, and 
that the Intent of them, is to proclaim it to the World, 
after.that we have left to be a part of it" Hence it is, 
that Perſons of Quality: are 1ſo' curious to purchaſe this 
Honour after their Death;and to rear up ſtately Tombs, 
to ſerve, as Scripture ſays, for everlaſting Abodes to 
their Aſhes. Sepulchra eorum , Domus eorum in ater- 
aum, Plal.

But Experience and Religion taught our © Woſtrions 
Marchioneſs, That Burial'is.'the laſt State'of' Chriſtian 
Penance ; That Tombs are the | Chambers of Forgetful-

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And accordingly they ſteal out of remembrance thoſe 
they cover, and draw a black Line gver the Glory of 
Mortal Men.

She then being truly dead to the World , tanquam 
mortuns a. corde', Plal: 230. held, That; as a Chrifti- 
anis intombed, ſo ought he alſo to be forgotten.
